Babina Cantonment — Levy op Toll Tax 

S.R.O. 96, dated 9th Mar. 1961, — In exercise of the powers conferred by- 
section 60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), the Cantonment Board, 
Babina, with the previous sanction of the Central Government, hereby imposes 
a toll, payable by the owners/drivers of laden vehicles/animals entering the 
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limits ot Babina Cantonment or the persons bringing head-loads of goods within 
the limits of Babina Cantonment, as set forth in the schedules hereto annexed: —

Exemptions . — No toll shall be levied on pack animals or vehicles laden solely 
with the following articles, namely (a) load of 5 seers or less in weight, (b) 
earthenware generally, (c) laundry articles (clothing, soiled or washed). 

No toll shall be levied on vehicles: — 

(i) belonging to the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence, 

carrying service personnel on duty or goods which are certified to 
be the property of Government; 

(ii) belonging to the Cantonment Board, members of the Military Lands 

& Cantonments Service, employees of the Cantonment Board; 

(iii) carrying solely the goods of the employees of the Cantonment Board 

or member of the Military Lands and Cantonments Service; 

(iv) carrying solely funeral parties; 

(v) belonging to Army Officer. 

Schedule II 

Cantonment Board, Babina 
Toll 

A toll on head loads of goods brought within the limits of Babina Canton- 
ment shall be levied at the rate of 12 hP. per head load subject to the exemp- 
tionfl enumerated below: — 

Exemptions. — (a) All loads of 5 seers or less in weight, (b) baskets, etc., 
made of bamboo chips or splints, (c) laundry articles (clothing, 
soiled or washed).
